on the French lines on both banks of the Somme were repulsed with 
heavy losses to thé attackers, according to the official statement 1s- 
sued by the French war office tonight. , 

Last night was generally quiet north and south of the River 
Somme, says the morning official statement of the war office. i 

There were a few local engagements north of the Somme during 
the night in which the Germans captured two small woods, a kilo- 
metre riorth of Hem, The French also captured a wood northeast of 
the same village. South of the Somme during the night it was quiet. 
A German counter attack on Belloy was repulsed easily. The French 
have captured 76 cannon and several hundred machine guns, 

There was no infantry fighting on the Verdun front. The war of- 
fice says the Germans are atzempting to bombard the Cathedral at 


Verdun. 


British Report 

LONDON, July 6.—The British off- 
clal statement issued tonight reads: 

“As a result of viblent bomb fight- 
ing, we made further progress at cer- 
tain points in the main battle area. 
Low clouds interfered with aeroplane 
work, but in the Bapaume area one of 
our machines, dropping to 300 feet, 


successfully bomped a train from 
which German reinforcements were 
alighting. 


“In another area, a British heavy 
battery secured direct hits on ao Ger- 
man battery and a battalion in column 
inflicting mafty casualties, 

“In other parts of our line the situa- 
tion is unchanged, 

“Luter details of the raid made by 
the Keyal Welsh Fusiliers show that 
three enemy mine shafts were destroy- 
ed, and that, excluding 43 prisoners 
brought back, the enemy suffered 
awbout 150 casualties.”

Germans Put To Bayonet.

RAILWAYS WIN A VICTORY IN 
EASTERN FREIGHT RATES CASE 


Five Per Cent. Increase Asked For is Not Granted, But it is Decided 
That Each Olass be Determined on its Merits—Appli- 
cations.in Some Cases Declined,

OTTAWA, July 6.—Judgment in 
the eastern freight case which has 


heen before the railway board for 
nearly two years, wag given out this 
afternoon, It constitutes at least a 
partial victory for the railways which 
usked for @& flat increase of five per 
cent in rates enst of Port Arthur. 
This increase is* not granted, the 
board having determined to consider 
each class of commodities on its mer- 
its, The railways made their demand 
for an increase in rates following the 
granting, by the United States Inter- 
state Commerce Commission of a flat 
increase of fivé per cent, on freight 
carried on eastern lines. The Cana- 
dian railways considered that they 
were entitled to similar treatment and 
elmost immediately made application 
to the railway board. 

The application with respect to 
tome of the commoditics has been 
declined, and in numerous instances 
jJesg has been granteu wan asked 
for by the railway companies,

“In the region of Riga the Germans 
launched counter attacks aguinst a 
position which we had captured from 
them, and our troops retired to their 
former, positions, taking with them 
prisoners and arms. On the Dvina 
front and the Dvinsk positions, and 
further south, there has been lively 
artillery fire at numerous points. Near 
Boyare, on the Dvina above Fried- 
richstadt, our light artillery smashed 
a German light battery, Attempts 
by the Germans to remove the guns 
were unsuccessful. The gun team 
which endeavored to save one of them 
was annihilated. 

“Between Monday and Wednesday 
we captured altogether 78 officers and 
about 3,040 men. 

“Caucasus front—In the region of 
Platana our troops are progressing. 
Between the Taurus and Tchoruk we 
repulsed enemy counter attacks and 
drove back a Turkish = attack on 
Tehoruk itself, our men carried an 
enemy work on the heights, In their 
attacks the Turks used asphyxiating 
bombs. In the region of Baiburt, 
where some enemy positions were 
captured, we captured a large quan- 
tity of arms, cartridges, grenades and 
other war material. In the direction 
of Diarbekr, in the eastern Euphrates 
Valley, our forces attacked with the 
bayonet Turks who took the offansive 
at dawi, and drove them -weatward, 
Waving over one hundred dead.”

Because of the comparatively low- 
er level of the rates to the maritime 
provinces, greater increases are per- 
mitted, Between points in the prov-, 
inces of New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia and points west of Quebec, 
Levis and Megantic as far as Mont- 
real and Valleyfleld, and north of the 
Ottawa river, the first class will be 
advanced four cents and the fifth 
class two cents, the other classes in 
proportion, 

Between the same maritime sec- 
tions and points west of Montreal the 
Chrriers are authorized to increase 
their rates by six cents for the first 
class and three cents for the fifth, 
the remaining rates fitting in trom the 
standardized scale. Here, again, an 
exception is made of the line of the 
C.P.R, in the St. John River Valley, 
Where the rates, instead of being ad- 
vanced, will be lowered by the com- 
pany so es not to exceed the St, John 
rates; this relief being due to the 
opening of the National Transcontin- 
ental south of Edmundston, N.B. 

Must Preserve, Same Differences, 

As the government railways are 
not subject to the jurisdiction of the

BAD STORM AT 
CAMP HUGHES 


Three Men Are Injured and Num- 
ber Of Buildings 
Wrecked

CAMP HUGHES, Man., July 6.— 
One man, Private Krasasky, with 
fracture of the pelvic bone, another, 
Corp, B, Jones, of the 152nd, with a 
compound fracture of the right les: 
and a hospital doctor, Dr. Manning, 
suffering from a bad contusion be- 
hind the left ear, are the worst in- 
juries reported in camp as the result 
of a terrific storm which came up out 
of the west, sweeping everything be- 
fcre it this morning. 

The violent wind, which for a few 
minutes attained a velocity estimated 
to be more than 70 miles an hour, 
Was preceded by an electrical storm 
and followed by the heaviest rain of 
the season. In a moment parade 
grounds and roads were flooded inches 
deep in water and all ordinary york 
of the day called off. 

Beyond the personal injuries the 
damage will not be great in dollars 
and cents, ‘The Salvation Army build- 
ings, just completed, and a frame 
structure, were completely wrecked; 
the army service corps canteen and 
mesa was blown down and across the 
road; over a dozen tents In the hos- 
pital lines fell, one of them on top 
of a number of patients, none of whom 
was hurt. The cook houses, canteens, 
orderly rooms and _ officers’ mess 
rooms in the battalion lines suffered 
the most severely. Many of these 
were completely fattened out,

Advance West of Kolomea 
Has An Important 
‘ Effect 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PRYROGRAD, via London, July 6, 
—Nearly half a million Austrians and 
Germans have been put out of com- 
mission sinte General Brusiloft began 
his great advance a month ago today. 
The grand total of prisoners to date 
ix, in round numbers, 236,000, of 
which 4,500 are officers, 

Without the actual figures regard- 
ing the dead and wounded, careful e8- 
timates by military experts, based on 
the best information, places the late 
ter at 200,000 to 220,000, The Aus+ 
trians predominate overwhelmingly 
among the prisoners, but among the! 
dead and wounded it is said that a 
fairly large percentage are Germans. 
The German losses in stopping the 
liussian advance on Kovel and in 
counter attacks in solid ranks were 
enormous. The booty captured reach- 
ed incalculable figures. It is figured 
that 250 guns of various sizes and 
upwards of 700 machine guns is a con- 
servative estimate. In addition, vast 
quantitiés of munitions, supplies and 
transports have fallen into the hands 
of the Russians, 

The success of General Letchitsky's 
advance west of Kolomea, where he 
had cut the railroad into Hungary at 
Mikuliczyn, is emphasized as a new 
body low to the Austrian defense of 
Eastern Galicla. Northwest of the 
Austrian right flank, facing Tarnopol, 
between the Stripa and Ziott Lipa 
rivers. On the extreme right flank of 
Erusiloff’s front the Russians are vi- 
ciously attacking the Germans at 
Czartorysk and Kolki. They have 
broken through several lines of the 
enemy’s fortifications here, threaten- 
ing the flank of the German positions 
before Lutsk. These successes have 
considerably lessened the pressure on 
the Russian centre in that district.

LONDON, July 6.—The results of 
the staff conferences of the allies in 
London during May and June are 
becoming continually more apparent, 
in the co-ordination of the allied at- 
tacks on the Teutonic forces and in-- 
creasing evidence of the initiative 
passing from the Teutons to the al- 
lies at almost all points, 

As the French and British armies 
are now engaged in re-organizing and 
preparing for the second phase of 
the battle of the Somme, there is a 
comparative lull on the western front, 
and Russia again takes the centre 
of the stage. Today's news from Pet- 
rograd jis highly important, in the 
light of the future development of the 
Sommo baitie, Tho news that the 
Russians have captured 6,000 pris- 
cnors on the Dniester front indftates 
the collapse of the Austrian forces 
between Buczacz and Stanisiau, which 
will greatly affect the army of Gen- 
‘oral Von Bothmer, who has begun to 
retire northward, while the advance 
on Delatyn and the seizuro of the 
railway cuts off Von Bothmer from 
his chief base of supplies, 

While the Germans are engaged in 


trying to meet the Russian offensive 
at Baranovichi, the Russian General 
Kaledenes is developing a strong at- 
tack on both sides of the Kiey-Kovel 
railway. 

Dissatisfaction is again being voiced 
by the British newspapers at the In- 
adequacy and vaguetess of the Brit- 
irh official reports. The reticence,or 
filence of General Sir Douglas Hai: 
communications on Important points 
is compared with the readiness with 
which the French and Russian com- 
manders give details of the operations 
and with the greitly increased lati- 
tude permitted to special correspond- 
ents on the western front since the 
beginning of the battle, 

That the British authorities fully 
realize that their hard task ig, far 
from ended {s indicated by the steps 
which are being taken by the minis- 
try of munitions for the cessation of 
holidays for munition workers during 
July. The expenditure of munitions 
in the Somme battle has been the 
theme and surprise of all the corres- 
pondents at the front, and the na- 
tion is aware that nothing must be 
allowed to interfere with the main- 
tenance of a full suppty.

SOUGHT FOR RETURNED MEN 


School Board Will Ask Federal Government to Establish Institution 
Here in Connection With Technical School—Number of 
Teachers Are Given Permanent Appointments

training work should be done at the 
technical school and the household 
arts work at the two high schools,

JELLICOE GIVES 


HIS REPORT ON 
JUTLAND BATTLE 


Estimates Entire German 
Losses at Twenty-one 
Ships 


PAYS TRIBUTE TO 
BRAVERY OF MEN 


Also Praises the Gallantry 
Which Was Shown By 
Enemy 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 6.—‘Be pleased to 
inform the lords commissioners of the 
admiralty that the German high seas 
fleet was brought to action May 31, 
1916, to the westward of Jutinnd 
bank, off the coast of Denmark.” 

In these words Vice Admiral Sir 
John R. Jellicoe, commander in chief 
of the home fleets, opens his report 
to the admiralty on the battle over 
which there has been so much dis- 
cussion, 

“The battle cruiser fleet, gallantly 
led by Vice Admiral Beatty and ad- 
mirably supported by the ships of 
the fifth battle squadron under Rear 
Admiral KEvan-Thomas, fought the 
action under, at times, disadvantage- 
ous conditions, especially in regard 
to the light, In a manner that was 
in keeping with the best traditions 
of the service," Admiral Jellicoe con- 
tinues, 

Without maps and charts, many of 
the details of the reporta cannot be 
made clear, It states that “the list 
of ships and commanding _ officers 
which took part in the action has 
been withheld from publication for 
the present in accordance with the 
usual practice.” 

Estimate of German Lonecs. 

Admiral Jellicoe estimates the Ger- 
man losses at two battleships of tho 
dreadnought type; one of the Deut- 
schmand type, which was seen to 
sink, the battle cruiser Lutzow, ad- 
mitted by the Germans; one battle 
cruiser ofgthe dreadnought type; one 
battle cruiser, seen to be so severely 
damaged that its return was extreme- 
ly doubtful; five light cruisers seen 
to sink—one of them possibly a bat- 
tleship; six destroyers seen to sink; 
three destroyers so damaged that it 
was doubtful if they would. be. able 
to reach port, and a submarine sunk. 
Commenting on this, Admiral Jellicoe 
says: 

“The conditions of low visibility, 
under which the day action took place 
and the approach of dariness, on 
hanced the difficulty of giving an ae- 
curate report of the damage inflicted 
or the names of the ships sunk by 
our forces. Buty after a moat careful 
examination of the evidence of all the 
officers who testified to seeing enamy 
vessels actually sink, and personal In- 
ierviews with a large number of these 
officers, I am of the opinion that the 
list shown in the enclosure gives the 
minimum numbers, though it is poa- 
sible it ig not accurate as regards the 
particular class of vessel, espectally 
those which sunk during the night 
attack. In addition to the veancls 
sunk it is unquestionable that many 
other ships were very seriously dam- 
aged by gunfire and torpeee. attack. 

Germans Fought intly. 

“The enemy fought with the gal- 
jantry that was expected of him. We 
particularly admired the conduct of 
those on board a disabled German 
light cruiser, which passed down the 
British line shortly after deployment, 
under a beavy fire, which was return- 
ed by the only gun left in action. The 
conduct of the officers and men was 
entirely beyond praise." 

The hardest fighting fell to the bat- 
tle cruiser fleet, says Admiral Jelll- 
coe, the units of which were less 
heavily armored than their oppon- 
ents, and he expresses high apprecia- 
tion of the handling of all the vessela 
and commends Admirals Burney, Jer- 
ram, Sturdee, Evan-Thomas, Duff, 
and Leveson and continues;

These two 
members represent Trinity College, 
Dublin, They have both consented to 
sit in the home rule parliament, and 
on this fact some hopes are based for 
future amity.

Henry Ford threatens to fire any 
employee who offers to enlist to 
defend his country against the 
Mexicans. Mr, Ford’s factories 
are located as far from the Mexi- 
can frontier as is conveniently 
possible, 


While the Nationalists are al- 
lowed to carry on an anti-recruit- 
ing campaign in Quebec, it is not 
remarkable that difficulty is found 
in working up enthusiasm in the 
recruiting campaign outside 
Quebec. 


Neutraiity seems to best describe 
the attitude of the Government on 
the subject of recruiting, when 
Nationalists are allowed té carry 
on as active a campaign against 
recruiting as loyalists are carrying 
on in uid of it. 


Strange, is it not, if gasolene is 
so much cheaper than the horse as 
motive power that oil wagons 
continue to be drawn by horses? 
Can it be that John D. has over- 
looked so obvious a chance to save 
money? No danger. Take John’s 
judgment for it that oats are 
cheaper than gas. 


Why should the man who will 
not fight be excused also from 
helping to support the families of 
the men who fight for him? Volun- 
tary enlistment, accompanied by 
voluntary taxation for maintain- 
ing the soldiers’ dependents, ex- 
cuses the Nationalist element from 
having to either fight or pay. And 
to be candid about it, is that not 
why both the fighting and the pay- 
ing are left on the voluntary basis? 


One United States paper urges 
that Mr. Hughes should be defeat- 
ed because he is leaving the bench 
for politics. It has: been often 
claimed that. justioe.in.the.United 
States suffergd from the advent of 
politicians to the judicial benches. 
This seems to be the first time it 
has been seriously claimed that 
United States politics could suffer 
from the advent of a man who has 
sat on the judicial bench with 
credit and who is admitted fit to 
continue to sit there. 


If compulsion is to be used to 
fill the ranks of Canadian batta- 
lions for over-sea service why 
should it be done in such a way as 
to leave the Nationalists free to 
refuse to fight for the flag which 
shelters them and the country 
which cradled their fore-fathers? 
Nationalists in Quebee will neither 
loose their jobs nor be socially 
ostracized if they refuse to enlist 
under any registration scheme the 
Government may adopt. And 
they constitute the one large sec- 
tion of the Canadian people which 
has proclaimed its willingness 
that Germany should knock the 
British Empire into pieces and 
turn France into a tribute-paying 
dependency of Berlin, Compul- 
sion which does not reachithe spot 
where compulsion is notoriously 
needed is more likely to arouse re- 
sentment than to produce recruits 
elsewhere.

HOSPITALS 
ARE URGED 


—_—-- 


Committee of Free Public Hospi- 
tals League Carry on Vigor- 
ous Campaign 


The executive of the Alberta Assocl- 
ation of Local Improvement Districts 
and Rural Municipalities, consisting of 
J. H. Lamb, president; W.-J, Jackman, 
vice-president; James MeNichol, sec# 
retary-treasurer; H, W. Bright and A, 
J, Donahue, met at Calgary, July 4th, 
to consider the question of hospital 
service for rural communities, This 
question has been prominently before 
the annual conventions of this associa- 
tion for the three sessions last past. 
Herbert Greenfield, during those three 
years, leading in the work of investi- 
gation and agitation, Recently an 
organization known as The Free Pub- 
lic Hospitals League, with headquar- 
ters at Calgary, has taken up the mat- 
ter and is carrying on a vigorous 
publicity campaign, 

Basis In Co-operation, 

The basis for the hospital movement 
is found in the co-operative relation 
of the people. The rural population 
of Alberta voices its sentiment on this 
question in its organization where men 
and women, each in their place, con- 
tribute in a co-operative way for the 


good of all, Free hospitals are the 
logical and necessary result of the 
community idea, Private hospitals 


do not carry out this idea, but are re- 
stricted in their usefulness to the pub- 
lic to the size of their pocket book, 
Of course it is understood that any- 
one can obtain service in any. such 
hospital by declaring himself a pau- 
per. The co-cperative idea in modern 
society declares this discrimination un- 
just, unnecessarily humiliating, de- 
basing and inhuman. 
Health a Public Asset. 

The health of the people is a public 
asset. Ability to pay should no more 
enter into this question than into the 
question of public school education, 
In the light of modern civilization one 
child is as much entitled to the service 
of our public schools as another. The 
people for the good of all foot the 
bills, The sick of a community are 
helpless and dependent. Many of 
them may be restored to health and 
all of them may have their suffering 
lessened. Many of them are sick 
through no fault of their own. Com- 
munal life very often forces disease 
upon its members, Many occupa- 
tions resulting in the good of the pub- 
lic are not healthful, Indeed, much 
of the sickness and premature death, 
many of the crippled and maimed, 
must be looked upon as crimes of 
society, and shall society make no pro- 
vision for the health of its members 
unless they barter away their self- 
respect by publicly recording their 
destitution? The time has come 
when the public must provide at 
least the hospitals and nursing care 
for its members, 

Resolutions Endorsed, 


The executive, referred to above, 
commits itself to the following pro- 
positions: 

1. Hospital Districts—We believe 
that the rural parts of Alberta should 
be districted for hospital purposes, 
According to geographical and natural 
boundaries, some reference being had 
to lines of travel, These districts 
should be large enough to make the 
erection and maintenance of hospitals 
easily borne by. the ratepayers, but not 
too great for easy accessibility. 

2. A Compulsory Referendum— 
After the hospital districts are arrang- 
ed a proper time should be given fgr 
consideration, but a definite date either 
as limit or as a day upon which the 
vote must be taken should be provided 
for, 

8. A Publicity Commissioner” or 
Commission—tThis is highly important, 
since information must be given to the 
people in order to direct their decision, 
A wan for a rural hospital with cor- 
rectly estimated cost, but one capable 
of modification, should be provided, 
The cost of maintenance based upon 
the reports of hospitals now in oper- 
ation should be marked out for each 
district and presented to the people 
and facts connected with the necessity 
and desirability of such enterprise 
presented, 


4. All such rural hospitals to be 
locally administered. The board of 
managers or directors should be 


chosen by the people directly interest- 


ed and who are responsible for the 
support of the enterprise. 
5. The foregoing provisions and 


necessary working details to be in- 
corporated in an Act by the Govern- 
ment of Alberta. 


BRESLAU STILE ACTIVE 

London, July 6,-—Dispatehes from 
Sotchy, a Russian port on the Black 
Sea, forwarded from  Tetrograd by 
Reuters, says that the former German 
cruiser Breslau, now renamed the 
Midullu, in the Turkish naval service, 
approached Sotchy several evenings 
flying the Russian flag. Subsequently 
she hoisted the Turkish flag, torpe- 
doed a transport loaded with supplies 
and sank a sailing vessel. Off Vardar

rarely know Flemish, are called Wal-

Baker Pasha’s Career, 

To the Bulletin: Would you be sgrood 
enough to give me a brief account of 
the life of Baker Pasha, who did so 
much in Egypt? 

Valentine Baker (1827-1887), known 
so as Baker Pasha, was a brother of 
Sir Samuel White Baker (1821-92), the 
famous explorer of the Nile, He join- 
ed the British army in 1848 and serv- 
ed in the Kaffir War (1862-53); in In- 
dia; and in the Crimea 1885). In 1859 
he became a major of the 10th Hus- 
sars and succeeded only a year later to 
the command, which he held for thir- 
teen years. He went through the wars 
of 1866 and 1870 as a spectator with 
the German armies, and in 1873 ex- 
plored Khorassan, In 1874 he took up, 
a staff appointment at Aldershot, but 
less than a year later occurred the in- 
cident, followed by a sensational trial, 
which brought about his dismissal 
from the British army. He became 
major-general in the Turkish army in 
1887, and served in the Russo-Turkish 
war. He organized and commanded 
(1882-87) the Egyptian Gendarmerie 
for the Khedive, and was disastrously 
routed at the first battle of El Teb 
(1884), by the tribesmen of Osman 
Digma,. British troops arrived soon 
after at Suakim and Sir Gerald Gra- 
ham took the offensive. Baker Pasha 
guided the British force in its march to 
the scene of his defeat, and at the sec- 
ond battle vs bl Teb he was wounded. 
He held command of the Egyptian 
Gendarmerie until his death in 1887,

GRAND OLD MAN 
OF BASEBALL

‘E “Grand Old Man of Baseball” 

was the title recently bestowed 

upon Adrian Constantine Anson, 
for 21 years leader of the far-famed 
Chicago White Stockings, and, in the 
opinion of many old fans, the greatest 
figure in baseball history. Good old 
“Pop” has passed his sixtyfourth mile- 
stone, as he was born on April 17, 
1862, in Marshalltown, Iowa. It is 
not a happy occasion for “Cap,’’ how- 
ever, as the last few months have been 
clouded by sadness since the death of 
his devoted wife. 

The famous veteran now makes a 
living on the vaudeville stage and has 
lately appeared in a comedy skit. 
Anson has also taken up golf as a re- 
creation, but, although he has been 
playing the Scotch game for five 
years, he admits that he knows some- 
what less about it than when he com- 
menced. 

Stars Born, Not Made. 

The daddy of diamond | sluggers 
thinks that the players of today aver- 
age about as good as those of his 
time, but no better. He has always 
entertained the theory that diamond 
stars are born and not made, and that 
the crop in the good old days was 
about the same as now. 

He denies that there is anything 
new under the sun, in a baseball man- 
ner of speaking, with the exception of 
the spitball and the salary envelope. 
The saliva pellet is an innovation of 
merit, he confesses, and the incomes 
of the ball players have fattened up 
considerably since the days when he 
wore a uniform. Otherwise, says the 
sage, it is pretty much the same old 
game played in the same old way. 

Anson's major league career began 
in 1876, when he played third base for 
Al Spalding’s* Chicago White Stock- 
ings and heiped the Windy City ag- 
gregation to win the first pennant of 
the National League. 

The following year he was made 
manager of the team, and for twenty- 
one years he not only played regularly 
but acted as manager and captain. He 
was in the outfield for a couple of 
seasons, but in 1879 he assigned him- 
self to first base, where he made his 
greatest reputation as a player. 

During his twenty-one years in a 
Chicago uniform, “Cap” played in 2250 
games. In 8,947 trips to the plate he 
made 1,666 hits, and out of 22,9456 
fielding chances he fell down on only 
596. He made 21,278 putouts and 
1,071 assists, His batting average for 
twenty-one years was _ .337, There 
isn't another record like his batting 
average for twenty-two years in the 
dope book, and probably never will be.

The crowd that gathered on the 
agricultural society grounds on Sat- 
urday was thoroughly representative. 
While the enterprising people of 
Grande Prairie City, both new and old 
residents were the mainspring or driv- 
ing force of the celebration; their en- 
terprise was freely recognized and en- 
couraged by neighbors and rivals in the 
best possible spirit, Visitors came from 
Peace River Crossing, to the northeast, 


spending two or three days on the 
trail, others from Pouce Coupee, as 
far to the northwest and over an 


equally long road. Sturgeon Lake, two 
days away, sent a contingent and even 
Grouard nearly 200 miles away by trail, 
was well represented. 

The nearer localities of Spirit River, 
Benville, Clairmont, Bezanson, Lake 
Saskatoon, Beaver Lodge, Halcourt 
and Red Willow, were all well repre- 
sented, 

A special train from Edmonton com- 
prising sleepers, diner and day coaches 
brought upwards of 250 visitors from 
the Alberta capital. 

The gate receipts on Saturday were 
$504 and the estimated attendance 
1,500. 
The agricultural grounds are situat- 
ed on a beautiful rise about o mile 
from the town and no expense had 
been spared in putting them in shape 
for the oceasion, <A half mile track 
is, of course, the great consideration 
and no fault could be found with it 
except that owing to the continued 
dry weather the dust was rather deep. 
A grand stand to aecommodate 400 
people had been erected, with bleach- 
er extension; band = stand, judges’ 
stand, stable containing twenty stalls, 
corralls, ete, 
In addition to what had been al- 
ready done in former years the asso- 
ciation expended over $5,000 in pre- 
paration for the summer event and 
offered a prize list amounting to 
$10,000, besides a number of impor- 
tant special prizes. 
A remarkable feature of the occa- 
sion was the number and class of the 
contestants in the several events of 
Saturday. Although only local talent 
was represented, the quality of the 
work done in the several competitions 
was of the best and there was brisk 
competition in all events. There were 
no undue delays in bringing forward 
the various events and everything 
passed off without a hitch except the 
first heat of the pony race, which 
was called off. 
The Grande Prairie City band was 
in attendance and added greatly to the 
attractions of the day.
